«T AM not opposed to a league of nations. I favor it; ap- 


1 prove the general plan of the formation of; the league as 


,. proposed." Senator Lenroot, speecjh in U. S. Senate, Feb. 28, 


1919. 


Senator James A. Reed of Missouri, gave a homely charac- 


terization of certain friends of the League of Nations, during 
the treaty debate in the Senate, which has some application in 
Wisconsin politics today. 
s 


Said the Senator from Missouri, March 3, 1920: 
"The Senators arguing for a League of Nations remind me, 


every time one of them gets on his feet of Aesop's fable of an 
ancient animal that had a set of legs on his back and a set of 
legs on his belly. When pursued, it ran upon the legs on- its 


. beily; when they grew tired, it flopped over on its back and ran 


on'the other set of legs; when they grew weary, over it went 
again on its belly legs. Accordingly, it could never be caught." 


The Senate debated the League of Nations for eighteen 


months. During that time, no stouter advocate, of the League 


. raised his voice than Irvine L, Lenroot, junior Senator from 


Wisconsin, 


Mr. Lenroot was the acknowledged leader and spokesman 


of the "mild reservationists." 
Around him rallied Kellogg, 


Hale, Edge, McCumber, Wadsworth and half a dozen other Sen- 
ators who were willing to join with the Democrats in cider to 
put the United States in the League. 


In speech after speech, Mr. Lenroot referred to himself as 


a "friend of the treaty," After the statement quoted at.the 
head of this column, Mr. Lenroot said as late as March 12,1920 :* 


"I am not one of those, Mr. President, who desire to see the 


defeat of this treaty." 


Mr. Lenroot made repeated efforts to induce Republican 


Senators to compromise on the Lodge reservations, in order that 
the votes of Democratic Senators, unwitting to stand for drastic 
reservations, might be won for ratification. 


Finally, Mr. Lenroot voted twice "for ratification, once o 


November 19, 1919, and again on March 18, 1920. 


But since Mr. Lenroot's last vote to put his country in th 


League, the presidential primary has been held in Wisconsin 
The people of this state, by an overwhelming vote, have repudi 
ated Mr. Lenroot's policies and endorsed the position of Senato 
La Toilette. 


Having thus nm up against a stone wan, so to speak, or 


his ''league legs," Mr. Lenroot is now running in the other direc 
tion on his "anti-league legs." 


Spealdng at New Richmond, Wis., August 9, Mr. Lenroo 


was reportedyto have "flayed the treaty" in the following words 


"They say we already have a'League of Nations. That' 


true. Why does it not do what the Democrats claim for it 
Why is there war in Europe if the league is so great a peace in 
strument? . . . . I am fighting and will continue to figh 
against American boys fighting in Europe or American peopli 
being taxed for European wars, unless America has an -interes 


• in such wars." 


When Mr. Lenroot assumes the role of a champion of tin 


American tait-payer and the American soldier who would paj 
the taxes and shed the blood for the League of Nations, it is 
time to revert to the Senator's record in the debate on the 
League in the Senate.
